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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: On page 1 1, at line 5 after "line 43," insert 
-(shown in Fig. 2) — 

2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner: In Fig. 2, 
add character references "44A" and "44B" for the valves and character references "46A" and 
"46B" for the recorder and replace character reference "30" with character reference -36 — . As 
currently present, character reference 30 identifies the stripper assembly which consists of 
individual stripper 30A and 30B. In order to avoid abandonment of the application, applicant 
must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 1 
and 1 1 recite a limitation in the instant claims that for a stripper assembly comprising two or 
more stripper vessels for an apparatus and a method to remove toxic gas from a fly ash powder. 
Independent claim 16 recites the limitations in the instant claims for a gasification reactor, a fly- 
ash separator, a depressurizing chamber, a stripper assembly, first connecting means, and second 
connecting means. Independent claim 24 recites process steps for the removal of contaminates 
from fly-ash powder. The closest prior art reference Mifflin '898 teaches a system for removal 
of toxic gas from fly-ash powder and a method to remove contaminates from the fly-ash powder 
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but fails to teach, or fairly suggest, the specific limitations of the previously mentioned 
independent claims. Additionally, it would not have been obvious to someone of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of the present invention to provide such structure or process steps because 
none of the prior art references of record suggest such modification. Accordingly, dependent 
claims 2-10, 12-15, 17-23, and 25-28 linked to independent claims 1, 11, 16, and 24, respectively 
are also be allowable.
